RIOT OF WASTE IN AIRCRAFT 

Houae Subcommittee'. Report on War

I. ess attention ordinarily is given 
to the preparation of the seed bed 
for oats than that for any other 
Held crop. In the corn belt, where 
oats commonly follow corn, the seed 
is often sown broadcast without | 

previous preparation of the land. 

It is then covered by disking and 
bar rowing Moth better result* ' 
are obtained, however, by disking 
the land before seeding, whether] 
the seed is sown broadcast or is 
drilled. A good seed bed usually! 
can not be prepared w ith fewer than 
two ill-kin** and at least one har- 
rowing. If the oats are to be sown 
on corn land on which the stalks are 
still standing, it is good practice to 
break the stalks before disking.

The popularity of the federal voca- 
system for dlsubl.il

applications for rehnbllltatlon Unit nre 
being n-celved by Ihe federal vocation- 
ul board. In round numbers lsn.iia) 
dlsctiargsi'il soldier* hnve ulreaily regis- 
tered under the provision* of the act. 
(•tie hundred utid thirty tliousnnd of 
the applicants hate thus fur been sur- 
raya| by atfaMttoaal advlsera who 
have recommended that more than 
thirty tliousnnd of the applicant* are 
entitled to the training. Between H.dil 
and It). ill) men hnve actually been put 
In training since Ihe system wbs e«tnl>- 
llshed. 

Tin- discharged soldier. *nllor or 
murine who applies for re-educntlon 
under the recently amended rehabilita- 
tion law la treated throughout hy the 
federal board for vocational edtlciitlun 
aa a civilian needing advice and as- 
sistance; hla choice of ao occupation 
Is approved unless Investigation shows 
It to be In the end not advisable; he 

I* trained to meet the t I* of the 

occupation he hu* elected; he Is urged 
to iiinke Ihe most of his opportunity 
to overcome hi* handicap by taking 
the best available Instru. tlou; he Is 
assisted In securing desirable perma- 
nent employment when hla training 
I* completed; and he 1* followed up 
after he goes to work until It is assur 
ed that his employment Is satisfactory. 
Those Under Section Three. 
The disabled person, who. for at 
least a temporary period, ha* been 
uward.il componsiitlon by the bureau 
of war risk Insurance, but whose dis- 
ability In the opinion of Ihe bourd 
Is not such as to make him eligible 
for vocational rehabilitation under 
aactMa twa of the law as amended 
July U. HUD. may claim the henrllts 
available under section three of the 
law. The federal board will pay hi* 
Instruction and the usual expeu.es in- 
cidental thereto. It will also render 
every assistance possible lu securing 
suitable employ me nt for »uch persons. 
It cannot. luiMcver. under the law, 
provide for the ■alBMBBBBB and sup- 
port of such |>ersoii* or their de- 
pendent* during the course of training. 

ITpou the establishment of a man's 
service ilatu* in ihe military or naval 
forcea and hi* eligibility for tralnlui 
be Is assisted by a akllled vocational 
adviser lu making a choice of th* 
occupation for which he will train. 
This adviser, from his knowledge of 
the requirements ami opport unities of 
the turlous occupations, gives valuable 
counsel to the disabled soldier or 
aullor aa to the occupation aud tha 
course best *ulted for him in view 
of hii disability and all the other 
factor* that ent.-r Into I lie choice of 
an oi ciipiitlon. 

After the vocational adviser ha* as- 
sisted the handicapped mini to choose 
a suitable occupation, his case, with 
full Information, is referred to the 
otllce of the district m herein the man 
makes his permanent home Ktery 
la there considered ludltlduallf.
